(1,435’), Mitchell Drive (246’), Abraham Drive (1,760’), Klear Court (269’), and 

Candella Place (130’).

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS AND TRANSPORTATION:  PROPOSED 

RESOLUTION TO AMEND SOLID WASTE RULES AND REGULATIONS TO 

SET SUMMER HOURS AND REVISE FEES COLLECTED

A Resolution was presented to the Board of County Commissioners that would establish 

an effective date for a change in summer hours at the six Convenience Centers to better 

serve the needs of the citizens. Citizens will continue to enjoy solid waste services free of 

charge at the six Convenience Centers. The Resolution also provides for an adjustment of 

the fees at the St. Andrews Landfill.  The increased fee at the Landfill is necessary to pay 

for the increase in charges imposed by Calvert County to continue the transportation of 

solid waste from the St. Andrews Landfill to Calvert County. 
 

It was determined that staff would need sufficient time to work with the Public 

Information Office in order to properly advertise any change in hours so that the 

community would be properly informed.    
 

Commissioner Jarboe moved, seconded by Commissioner Dement, to approve and 

sign the Resolution establishing an effective date of July 1, 2004, for adjusted 

summer hours at the six Convenience Centers and increase in tipping fees for the St. 

Andrew’s Landfill only.  Motion carried.
